The Library Herald, a quarterly organ of the Delhi Library Association 
made its first appearance in July 1958 with a leading article entitled ‘Docu- 
ment, Documentation and Standardization’ by Dr S R Ranganathan. The 
issue was dated April 1958 and had the editorial patronage of S/S S Das 
Gupta, R S Goyal, KS Pareek, Jainath Kaul, K S Dalal and P N Kaula. 
Under the able editorship of these personalities the journal started coming 
out regularly in April, July, October and January each year. In October 
1961 the editorial board was reconstituted and the editorship was entrusted 
to Shri N K Goil who was assisted by S/S H C Jain and V Sundaram. In 1970 
Shri Krishan Kumar replaced Shri Sundaram. After Shri Goil’s death in 
August 1980 the editorial board was again reconstituted with Shri Krishan 
Kumar as editor and S/S MM Kashyap and C P Vashishth as associate 
editors. 


The journal publishes original contributions in the field of Library 
Science and Library Service, reviews important Indian and foreign publica- 
tions and provides under its Notes and News columns information about 
the current developments in the library world. Special issues on various 
aspects of library and information science are also published from time to 
time. The special issues brought out so far are: 


(i) Acquisition of Reading Materials 
(ii) University Libraries in India 
(iii) S Das Gupta Memorial Issue 

(iv) S R Ranganathan Memorial Issue 
(vy) NK Goil Memorial Issue. 


The journal is indexed in Library Literature; Library and Information 
Science Abstracts; Guide to Indian Periodical Literature; Indian Library 
Science Abstracts, and Index India. It is one of the oldest journals in India 
in the field of library and information science. 


The journal has about 4700 pages to its credit. As many as 180 authors 
from India and abroad have contributed articles in it. Volume wise break 
up of the pages, articles and book reviews can be viewed from the follow- 
ing Table :
